Owner of the Ellis coal mines be¬ 
tween.

Married to Christina Ferine in 1890, 
Mr. Ellis left Scotland and came to 
the Champion district in 1910. He was 
a member of the A.F. & A.M. 

Surviving are his wife; two daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. D. Chappell of Calgary, and 
Mrs. E. Carlson of Champion; one 
son, W. J. Ellis of Champion, and six 
grandchildren. Also surviving are a 
brother, David Ellis, in South Africa, 
and a sister, Mrs. R; Walker in Scot¬ 
land. 

Services, conducted by the Rev. Pet¬ 
er Dawson, were held at the Champ¬ 
ion Community hall on Tuesday, April 
18th, and interment was made in the 
Champion cemetery. Masonic seivices 
were held at the graveside by the 
hampion lodge. Arrangements were 
in charge of the Snodgrass Funeral 
Home.

A revised 1939 requisition in tht 
sum of $612.93 was received from the 
Lethbridge school division and the 
council set a tax rate of 8 mills on th*> 
dollar on the assessed value of rate¬ 
able lands and improvements in the 
Lethbridge School Division. 

A letter from the Department of 
Education was read to the council. The 
letter was in reply to one written ask¬ 
ing that the matter of boundaries of 
the Foothills’ School Division be al¬ 
tered to take in all the M.D. of Royal. 
The letter stated that nothing in this 
respect could be done at this time, and 
that should the large school units con¬ 
sider it advisable to change the bound¬ 
aries at a later date, consideration 
\£Ould be given to the matter at that 
time. , ^ 

Mr. Thomas Margetts, a member of 
the Board of the Foothills School Di¬ 
vision was present and interviewed 
the council in respect to the Municipal 
District’s arrears of requisitions, Mr. 

argetts contended that the 1938 un¬ 
paid requisitions to schools in Foot¬ 
hills' Division should be paid. Aftei 
considerable discussion on this matter 
the council decided to wait until the 
next meeting before disposing of this

It is 
estimated that the sum of $27,482 will 
be collected from sources other than 
the current levy and the total current 
taxes levied are $22,330. Estimated 
expenditure for the year is $37,248. 

Road Grading Crews 

Voting on the applications for en¬ 
gineer resulted in G. E. Mottet receiv¬ 
ing the appointment and L. Bateman 
was appointed graderman. Wages 
were set at 50 cents an hour for grad¬ 
erman and engineer. Other wages for 
the year were set as follow's: Single 
man 36 cents per hour, foreman 40 
cents per hour horse 12*4 cents per 
hour. From 50 to 70 cents per mile 
will be paid for dragging. The district 
will pay half cash and retain the oth¬ 
er half to apply on taxes or accounts. 
The council decided to put two crews 
on the road grading outfit in order t > 
get more work done this year and N. 
Washburn was appointed engineer 
and X. P. Jensen graderman of the 
second crew. Division 2 was allowed 
an additional $-100 for public works 
this year.

The budget as presented to the Leg¬ 
islature recently by the provincial 
treasurer, had some striking feature;. 
Most notable were the two-cent in¬ 
crease on the gasoline tax, this in fare 
of general opposition throughout tli • 
province, and the assurance that tlv> 
municipalities would share in the in¬ 
crease to the extent of half a mill, this 
in addition to the one mill subsidy 
paid in the last two years.

Canada's attitude lias been extremely generous in it- 
complete freedom from surveillance or dictation. But it 
may not have been the wisest course, praticularly in dedl- 
ng with some types of immigrants. Not only have they 
sent all their eafnings abroad, but this very action has di¬ 
vorced them from any steps toward Canadian citizenship. 

At the present time the treatment and rights of minor¬ 
ity groups is a contentious question. Until the present, 
Canada has apparently absorbed many nationalities with¬ 
out recognizing any differences'as amongst newcomers ami 
native-stock. Now is the time for these people to show 
whether this principle of fair dealing has been appreciated. 
Any people or organizations seeking to disrupt Canadian 
Unity should be kept under strict supervision. 
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fs about three times the improved 
arreage in 1911. If necessity requires 
Alberta can readily multiply its farm 
production. Without 'the inexhaust¬ 
ible treasure provided by the top six 
inches of Alberta’s soil this province 
would be poor indeed. 

No greater asset could be desired by 
any land than the fertile acres we have 
here. Every nation of any account in 
the world today prizes its agriculture 
greatly and considers it the back¬ 
ground of the national life, although 
few are so well endowed agricultur¬ 
ally as is Alberta. 

• The miracle of production accom¬ 
plished by Alberta farmers in the past 
twenty years, particularly, is little 
known and appreciate^! in the urban 
centers of the province. The total, val¬ 
ue of the grain production alone from 
1910 to 1936, inclusive, was $2,690 mil¬ 
lion, of which wheat contributed $1,848 
million. To be added to, that total is 
the production of livestock, dairy pro¬ 
ducts, poultry products, fodder crops, 
honey, etc. 

It is doubtful if any other nation 
can show a.record of production on a 
per capita basis approaching that of 
the farmers of the province of Alberta 
over an equal period of years. 

The agricultural plant in this prov¬ 
ince has a total value of about $67f> 
million, of which the land value is $400 
million, value of the building $116 
million, machinery $80 million and 
livestock $78 million. 

As agricultural production normally 
furnishes close to threerquarters of 
our total annual wealth production, 
this farm organization really keeps 
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JjYKW farmers will withhold from Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
full credit for attempting to stabilize the whole agri¬ 
cultural industry of Canada on a more permanent basis. 
But he is obliged to educate the Canadian secondary, inter¬ 
ests to a realization of the great disparity between price of 
manufactured goods and price of primary products. It can¬ 
not be emphasized too frequently, that organized labor has 
played a dominant part in increasing the difficulties of all 
farm producers. Freight rates, machinery costs, and the 
cost of almost all manufactured goods, have climbed stead¬ 
ily with no regard to the fluctuating prices of beef, grain, 
dairy products, etc. This increase in cost of what the far¬ 
mer must buy, is due to a great extent to'labor unions de¬ 
manding—and obtaining—a high scale of wages. Also en¬ 
tering into the final high figure of factory products is flu- 
watering of company stocks, and the shareholders’ profits.' 

Labor unions themselves are to a great extent responsible 
for unemployment. They are a tight ring, designed to 
protect members from all encroachment. Their policie.- 
discourage apprenticeship and employment of young work¬ 
ers. A few men employed at high wages is preferred ovei 
a larger staff of employees at a lower wage. > 

In their insistence on high wage scales, the unions art 
defeating their own interests, because the farm income can 
purchase only a small proportion of what they have to sell. 

It is t|iis artificial price structure created by the protect¬ 
ed secondary industries of Canada, which makes it neces¬ 
sary for the farmer to appeal for protection also. 

When the western farmer asks the government to assure 
him that wheat will not go below 80 cts. Fort William, he 
is asking no favor. Ever since the west began to provide 
a great and profitable market for eastern industries, the 
prairie farmer has been-submitting meekly to the toll ex¬ 
acted by labor unions, and paying the. prices which manu 
facturers have set. He has submitted also to the tariff pro¬ 
tection given to the east. It is said that in the past eight 
years the west has cost the government 118 million in assist 
ance. But even in those eight years, the west has paid tol 
in various ways to the east, amounting to three times a. 
much as any assistance received.__ And in years prior t«. 
1930; the west was a gold mine of clear profit for tin 
east. 

It is Mr. Gardiner’s difficult problem to prove to east 
ern interests that any plans which have so far been pro 
posed to “aid” agriculture, are still incomparably modes', 
in comparison with the aid which has been given to manu 
facturers by way of protection, and recognition of laboi 
demands.

businesses and the whole intricate 
business and service structure which 
goes to make up our economic life. 

The welfare, progress and economic 
health, of the agricultural classes of 
this province, should therefore appear 
to be of at least as much concern to 
the urban dweller as to the farmer 
himself.

FOREIGN PROPAGANDA 


^J'HE flurry of inquiry, instituted by the war veterans of 
Calgary, into the activities of the Canadian Society 
for German Culture, will probably be followed by other in 
quiries into similar groups. At the present stage in world 
affairs definite steps should be taken to discourage any 
Nazi-inspired organization in Canada. There would be no 
tolerance of a society in Germany for “British Culture,” 
and it is obvious that the only method which the admirers 
of Hitlerism respect is suppression and, if necessary, force. 
They hold in contempt any government which believes in 
tolerance and freedom of, personal action. All German 
people, for their own protection in Canada, should discour-' 
age any attempt to band together for HWler worship. Oth¬ 
erwise a stigma of suspicion is apt to fall on many of .Gar- 
man ancestry, who are primarily loyal to Canada. Depor¬ 
tation of Nazi sympathizers and their families would seem 
to be the best and cheapest course in the long run. 

Canada has in the past been entirely too lenient with the 
hordes of Orientals and central Europeans who have been 
encouraged to come in on labor'projects. Eventually a pro¬ 
portion of these people may become real Canadian citizens, 
but, a greater number have no aim but to gather in Cana¬ 
dian dollars and ship this money back to the beloved home¬ 
land. One instance is told of a railroad project engaging 
foreign labor. Of the $7000 paid to these men in wages, 
$6000 was sent out of Canada to a foreign country, whos 0 
ideals and policies are in direct contradiction to the princi¬ 
ples of Canadian life. Millions upon millions of dollars 
have gone out of Canada to foreign lands, and no doubt 
continue to go out. And this labor is employed, while native 
Canadians are pleading for work. Other countries have 
found it possible to check any outgoing flow of .money. 
Canada could have instituted a measure of control. It would 
be interesting to learn what proportion of money earned in 
Canada has been circulated in Canada. All labor preference 
should be to bonafide permanent citizens. 

And this is not the whole story. There have been innum¬ 
erable instances of central Europeans going on relief, af¬ 
ter having been profitably employed for years. It is known 
that their earnings in the past, amounting to thousands of 
dollars, have been sent back steadily to their native land. 
They are comfortably assured that in Canada nobody is al¬ 
lowed to starve so they go op relief. Their savings should 
have gone to some extent at least, into building of homes.

President Roosevelt entered the 
strained situation of Europe, by send¬ 
ing messages to Hitler and Mussolini 
j offering to act as an intermediary in 
j communicating any offers foT peace by 
| Germany and Italy to other nations. 
He asked assurance that armed for¬ 
ces would not attack several independ¬ 
ent nations, and suggested an under¬ 
taking for the future sufficiently lonir 
to work for a more permanent peace. 
His idea was a guarantee of non- 
aggression for ten years at least, 01 
possibly a quarter century. 

The countries for which he asked 
assurance against invasion were: 
Finland, Estonia, Latvia. Lithuania, 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, The Ne¬ 
therlands, Belgium, Great Britain and 
Ireland, France, Spain, Switzerland, 
Liechtenstein, Luxembourg, Poland, 
Hungary, Rumania, Jugoslavia, Rus¬ 
sia, Bulgaria, Greece, Turkey, Iraq, 
the Arabias, Syria, Palestine. Egypt, 
and Iran. 

He added that if reciprocal assuran¬ 
ces were given, then the natiohs could 
begin discussions respecting disarm¬ 
ament, and the-opening up of trade 
channels.

Dr. W. W. Cross, Minister of Health 
gave information on the Ponoka Men¬ 
tal Institution in a legislative address 
this session. He was dealing with the 
annual requirements in increasing ac¬ 
commodation, stating that each year 
there is an increase of about 150 pa¬ 
tients. That is, 150 more are admit 
ted than are discharged. The record 
of recoveries at Porioka howeveri is 
proof of the great advance being made 
in treatment and care of mental cases. 

Speaking of overcrowding, he said 
that this condition had been serious 
between 1930-1935, and in 1935 the 
patients numbered 1730. Between 1936 
and 1938, there were provided 423 
beds, and the number of inmates in 
1938 had fallen to 1405. This condi¬ 
tion, however, could not be depended 
upon, and he believed the natural av¬ 
erage increase of incoming patients 
over outgoing could be set at 140. In 
1938, they admitted 622 patients and 
discharged 488, which was better than 
average. 

The government, however, counts on. 
s'150,000 for new buildings and $50.,- 
000 for extra services. 

Red Deer institution is filled to ca¬ 
pacity with 500 on the waiting list. 
The Red Deer institution has few of 
the hopeful aspects of Ponoka. Qut of 
every 100 patients who enter Red 
Deer, only 4 ever get out. 96'< are 
incurable, and the number is increas¬ 
ing in the province at the rate of 76 
a year.
